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EXAMINER 'S STA TEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to establishing a route between a source node and a 
destination node in an ATM-LAN network with a plurality of network nodes connected to one 
another, including the unique steps of performing the method of "the network node receiving the 
connection setup message forwards the connection setup message to one or more other network 
nodes only if the only one or more other network nodes each has a network node address not 
entered in the received connection setup message, the one or more other network nodes being 
connected to the network node receiving the connection setup message." The closet prior art, 
Shobatake (USP 5,506,847), discloses a ATM-LAN system that comprises a connection setting 
process for transmitting a VPA^ C link setting request and a VP C link chaining request to any 
one of the temiinals, a broadcast channel for connecting any node and any terminal so that these 
requests may be transfen*ed from any terminal to any node. However, Shobatake fails to 
anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations of the present application. This renders 
it allowable.
